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Family’s horror at 
grave destruction 


A DEVASTATED family have 
described their horror after 
heartless vandals destroyed 
their baby son's gravestone. 

Tracey and Paul Evans, from 
Haddenham, visited their son's 
grave on Sunday to find his 
headstone had been smashed 
to pieces by “sick” yobs. 

Their son Billy, died aged just one 
day old. 

The heartbroken couple were told 
of the damage by a resident, who had 
spotted it on a visit to the cemetery 
and rang them about it. 

Police believe an instrument similar 
to a hammer was used to cause the 
damage. 

Billy was born premature with his 
twin brother Sam but was too weak to 
survive. 

Mrs Evans, 36, said the whole family 
were “devastated” by what had happ¬ 
ened. 

She said: “It is hard to explain how 
we all feel really. 

“We are devastated and horrified 
that someone could do that to 
anyone’s gravestone, let alone a baby’s. 

“Our son Sam is particularly upset 
and is finding it hard to come to terms 
with. 

“Whoever did this is just sick and 
does not realise how much hurt it 
causes.” 

The incident happened at the 
village’s cemetery on Chewells Lane. 
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Billy died 11 years ago. 

Mrs Evans added: “A gravestone is 
such a sentimental thing and it is not 
just a case of having another one 
made. 

“Billy’s grave is just about the only 
thing we have left of him and now that 
has been ruined.” 

Police are investigating the attack, 
which happened sometime between 
lanuary 23 and Sunday, and appealing 
for witnesses. 

Pc Becky Hughes said: “This is a 
despicable act of mindless vandalism 
on a child’s grave. 

“The family, including Billy’s twin 
brother, have been left devastated by 
this damage. 

“I would urge anyone with inform¬ 
ation about this damage to contact 
police.”

Rowdy park drinkers 
ban set for approval 


HOPES of banning drunken 
yobs from a popular Ely 
beauty spot look set to bec¬ 
ome reality. 

The East Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Safety Partnership is one step 
closer to putting an order in place to 
stop people getting drunk in the 
city’s award-winning Jubilee Gard¬ 
ens. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the scheme was put out for public 
consultation following a rise in 
complaints about booze-related 
offences and disturbances from 
nearby residents and businesses. 

Following “highly successful” 
feedback from the consultations, 
East Cambridgeshire District Coun- 
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cil (ECDC) is now being recomm¬ 
ended to approve the plans. 

If introduced, the order would 
restrict consumption of alcohol in a 
public place that would create a 
nuisance or annoyance to the pub¬ 
lic, or result in disorder. 

Nick Ball, one of the partnership’s 
community safety officers, confirm¬ 
ed the scheme was being recomm¬ 
ended for approval. 

He added: “We are anticipating 
that the order will be granted. The 
consultation period has been highly 
successful with literally everyone in 
favour of this new order.” 


Some residents had raised con¬ 
cerns about whether the order 
would prevent sociable drinking at 
events such as concerts, which are 
regularly held in the gardens. 

Jubilee Terrace resident Jane 
Peters, 54, said: “I think the order’s a 
great idea and I am pleased that the 
partnership is trying to sort this 
problem out. 

“I just hope that through some 
people’s yobbish anti-social drink¬ 
ing, which causes problems for 
residents like myself, that it doesn’t 
affect those having a sociable drink 
in the gardens during the summer 
evenings over a picnic.” 

The partnership’s chairman, Ste 
Thornley, said the order was not 
aimed at sociable drinkers. 


He said: “I would like to stress that 
if this order is approved it will not 
stop anyone from drinking alcohol 
in the park if they are socialising 
with friends or having a family 
picnic. 

“This order is to stop the con¬ 
sumption of alcohol when it creates 
the potential for disorder or to cause 
an annoyance. 

“We want our green spaces in East 
Cambridgeshire to be places you 
can go to relax, play or simply enjoy 
a walk. 

“They should not be mined by a 
minority who are intent on causing 
a nuisance.” 

A decision on the order will be 
made at ECDC’s full council meeting 
on February 23. 
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Van man’s rage at 
woman and family 


A ROAD rage driver has 
been jailed for 28 days 
for brandishing a golf 
club at a family who del¬ 
ayed his journey home 
from work. 

White van man Gary Porter 
grabbed the golf iron to con¬ 
front Emma Vickery and her 
two teenage daughters in Sil¬ 
ver Street, Ely, after tailgating 
them along the A142 Soham 
road and through the city 
centre, Cambridge Crown 
Court was told. 

The court heard how the 46- 
year-old was “absolutely 
raging” at the terrified family - 
beeping his horn and swear¬ 
ing at the women before 
jabbing the golf club in their 
direction. 
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Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said the Vickery family had 
become aware of Porter’s van 
on the approach to Ely. 

She said: “The van was ext¬ 
remely close to her bumper 
and caused her concern. She 
was doing 60mph and did not 
want to speed up. 

“The driver of the van was 
sounding his horn at her as 
she went along very close to 
the speed limit.” 

Ms Walker explained how 
Porter, of Windmill Close, had 
pulled up alongside the 
women and children, aged 14 
and 16, in Silver Street after 
shouting at them to pull fur¬ 
ther onto the pavement. 


“He was absolutely raging at 
her. He was leaning out of his 
window and had a metal bar, 
which she realised was a golf 
club.” 

Porter, a ground worker, 
pleaded guilty last month to 
one count of affray in conn¬ 
ection with the incident on 
September 20 last year. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, 
said: “He had a bad day at 
work. 

“The windows on his digger 
had been smashed and he was 
having trouble with his son. 

“He did not realise there 
were women and girls in the 
car - he thought they were 
male. When he realised this, 
he drew back. 

“He is genuinely remorseful 
for what happened - it was a 


momentary loss of temper.” 

fudge Anthony Bate said: 
“This was a disgraceful and 
frightening example of road 
rage in Ely city centre. 

“You drove in an intimid¬ 
ating manner. You then stopp¬ 
ed and matters got out of 
hand. 

“You brandished a golf club 
at the vehicle’s occupants - it 
was a thoroughly frightening 
experience. 

“The nature of such un¬ 
controlled temper is that you 
do not know what is going to 
happen.” 

He sentenced Porter to 28 
days in prison, of which he 
will serve half. As Porter has 
already served 12 days on 
tagged bail, he will only serve 
two days in custody. 


Find alternative to 
market cuts - MP 


JIM Paice has stepped into the 
growing row over plans by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to stop providing 
stalls at the regular Ely mar¬ 
kets. 

For years, the council has 
provided stalls and workers 
have erected them for traders 
before each market day. But 
those arrangements will end 
in April in a bid to save 
£31,000. 

The South East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP agreed the council 
had to cut as much expend¬ 
iture as possible and it was 
“perfectly reasonable” to 
argue that subsidising stall¬ 
holders cannot be justified in 
tight financial circumstances. 

But he added: “My concern 
is that rather than just decid¬ 
ing to cut the expenditure the 
council should look firstly at 
why it costs so much, and 
secondly see it as a challenge 
to find an alternative way of 
providing the stalls. 

“I find it difficult to believe 
it cannot be done for con¬ 
siderably less than £30,000. I 
am sure there are people in 
the community who would 
take it on as a business for 
much less and work with the 
stallholders. 

“I really do urge the council 
to instruct officers to discuss 
all options with stallholders 
and other interested parties, 


including perhaps local char¬ 
ities, rather than take the 
precipitate action which I hear 
of. 

“It cannot be beyond the wit 
of man to find a better way.” 

Mr Paice said there were 
similarities to an earlier pro¬ 
posal by Cambridgeshire 
County Council to close the 
lay-by near Barway. 

He said: “It wasn’t until I 
urged them to discuss it with 
the person who has the cat¬ 
ering van and with local 
councils that they thought 
there was any alternative to 
closing it. 

“Now we have a newly sur¬ 
faced lay-by at a fraction of the 
cost they thought. 

“Many local people have 
solutions to problems if they 
are given the information and 
the opportunity to find them, 
rather than being faced with 
decisions from on high.” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, a petition calling on the 
council to reverse its decision 
has received huge support. 

Organiser Jane Howell said: 
“We are at nearly 4,000 sig¬ 
natures and we have only 
been collecting since January 
28.” 

The last opportunities for 
signing the petition will be at 
the market today and Satur¬ 
day when it will be closed and 
handed over to the council.

Plan on track to move 
freight off busy roads 


PLANS for £18 million of work 
on rail infrastructure in Ely 
have taken a major step for¬ 
ward. 

Network Rail has announced its 
design partner for the works will be 
Jacobs Engineering. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Network Rail is upgrading the route 
from Felixstowe to Nuneaton in the 
West Midlands via Ely, Peterborough 
and Leicester. 

As part of its plans to build a bigger 
and better railway, the work will see 
two major elements being designed to 
increase capacity between Ipswich 
and Peterborough. 

The first will be two 775m loops 
east of Ely station to facilitate better 
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regulation of trains through the 
junctions at Ely. 

A new 1km stretch of track north of 
Ipswich goods yard, linking the East 
Suffolk and Great Eastern lines will 
also be built, costing £35 million. 

It is hoped the scheme will take 
around 750,000 lorry journeys off the 
roads each year. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, chairman of the 
East of England Regional Assembly’s 
regional planning panel, said the 
announcement, made last Friday, was 
“great news” for the region. 

He said: “The region has been 
lobbying hard for this improvement. 


Moving more freight by rail is vital if we 
are to boost the economy while 
reducing impacts on our roads and the 
environment.” 

Currently, Anglia’s freight trains 
have to travel down the Great Eastern 
main line, through London and up the 
West Coast main line to reach the 
Midlands, Northwest and Scotland. 

The infrastructure improvements 
will provide more direct journeys for 
freight trains travelling from the Port 
of Felixstowe to the Midlands, North 
West, and Scotland, and the potential 
for faster journeys to Yorkshire. 

With container traffic in the UK 
expected to more than quadruple by 
2030, Network Rail’s plans will see an 
increasing share of freight traffic 
handled by the railways, reducing 


pressure on congested roads such as 
theA14. 

It is estimated congestion on the 
A14 alone costs the region £80 million 
each year. 

Andrew Munden, route director for 
Network Rail, said: “The investment we 
are planning in the east of England will 
ultimately take more than 2,000 lorry 
journeys off the road every day - that’s 
around 750,000 a year by 2030, 
reducing congestion, improving road 
safety and reducing carbon dioxide 
emissions by around three-quarters.” 

Network Rail and Jacobs will now 
work on designs and seek local views 
during 2010 before any work goes 
ahead. 

Work is due to start in 2012 and be 
completed by 2014. 
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A FATHER-OF-THREE 
has described his horr¬ 
or after being jabbed in 
the leg with a dirty 
hypodermic needle. 

Jason Law, 44, could have 
to wait up to six months 
before finding out whether 
he has contracted HIV foll¬ 
owing the shocking incident 
in Littleport. 

Mr Law, who works as a 
groundsman for Littleport 
Parish Council, was tidying 
the play area in Parsons Lane 
when the needle became 
lodged in his leg. 

A drug user had wedged 
the potentially lethal needle 
in a swing in the children’s 
play area instead of discard¬ 
ing it safely. 

Mr Law, of Limes Close, 
told how he was checking 
over the play area and tidying 
litter when he touched one of 
the swing’s ropes, causing it 
to swing around. 

The dirty needle then 
stabbed through his jogging 
bottoms and into his leg. 

He said: “It is terrifying and 
I just pray I’m OK. My son 
keeps saying I’m snapping at 
him for no reason, which I 
am. 

“I just dread to think what 
could have happened. It was 
clear that the needle was stuck 
on the swing to stab someone. 
I’m just relieved it wasn’t a 
small child, which it so easily

could have been.”

Sgt Will Davis said: “Hypo¬ 
dermic needles left in the park 
by drug users are causing us 
great concern. 

“The parish council do a 
daily clean-up of the park to 
remove all the needles left 
there but day after day they 
are still appearing. 

“We have conducted num¬ 
erous drug-related warrants in 
the area to deal with those 
people using drugs and have 
had a great deal of success. 

“However, we really need 
the community to be alert to 
this. The last thing we want is 
a child to be injured by these 
needles. 

“If anyone sees any drug 
activity taking place at the

park I would urge them to 
contact police immediately.” 

Lynda Clarke-Jones, chair¬ 
man of Littleport Parish 
Council, said: “Drug addicts 
leaving their dirty needles 
behind is one thing but pur¬ 
posely putting it somewhere 
where it could harm a child is 
horrific. 

“We need to sort this and 
we are working closely with 
the police, who really are pull¬ 
ing out all the stops to hit the 


problem on the head.” 

The police and parish 
council are to lodge an appeal 
for CCTV to cover the park on 
health and safety grounds. 

Posters are being produced 
for the park area, warning 
parents and asking for inform¬ 
ation. 

Since December, 10 warr¬ 
ants have been executed in 
Littleport in connection with 
drug and other related 
offences.

Taxes only for 
the essentials 

Sir, Regarding the article in the 
Weekly News about East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) ceasing to erect stalls for 
market traders (Funding blow for 
markets - January 28). Really, we 
need more information to make a 
balanced judgment on this issue. 

Do the stallholders pay the council to 
erect these stalls? How much? Why 
does the council say it loses money 
on the deal and how are the council’s 
costs calculated? 

Certainly, the council should not be 
subsidising the stall holders, but I 
would have thought that the 
stallholders themselves should be 
able to hire people to erect stalls for 
them at a reasonable cost so that they 
can continue in business. 
Alternatively, as the Market Square is 
not used on non-market days for 
useful activities such as parking, why 
should not the stalls just be left 
erected? 

While we are on the subject of 
council funding, there has been a 
considerable amount of 
correspondence regarding the cutting 
of funds to ADeC. Much of this seems 
to come from a minority of educated 
culture vultures with a vested interest 
who can probably afford to pay the 
real cost of their hobby. I do not see 
that it is the place of the council 
taxpayer to subsidise other people’s 
hobbies, such as art or flowers, via 
council tax. 

In the current economic climate 
there are many people, especially 
retired people, whose incomes have 
dropped drastically due to 
mismanagement of the economy by 
our elected representatives. Many 
more are out of work. Council tax has 
risen by about two and a half times 
since Labour came to power. Many 
people have had to give up luxuries 
just to pay these bills. ECDC should 
be recognising this by cutting out all 
luxuries such as arts, flowers, new 
sports centres, new parks etc, and 
instead just funding essential 
services. That way die cost of council 
tax could be kept down. 

Having said that, our councils, both 
district and county, always raise 
council tax by the maximum allowed 
by the government, irrespective of 
any external factors, unlike some of 
our neighbouring areas. It’s just the 
excuses that change.

Wake up and 
support traders 

Sir, I read with horror the council’s 
plans for the market - have they gone 
mad? It’s blatantly obvious that it’s 
going to cost more than £31,000 a 
year in knock-on effects. Where are 
the town planners and financiers 
who should know things like this? 

The council seem to be of the belief 
that market traders turn up a couple 
of times a week purely to spend a few 
hours making a profit at their 
expense. Markets are, of course, 
much more than this, not just to the 
traders. They bring a massive 
increase in trade to a city - public 
transport, taxis, and all businesses in 
the town centre. 

Ely relies on the quality and the size 
of its market - two things that the 
council is all too willing to 
compromise for frankly minor gain 
against their massive turnover. From 
my experience, some small shops 
can make 50 per cent more or even 
double takings on good market days 
- why haven’t they done their 
research on things like this? Ely is not 
particularly successful at attracting 
the big chains, and the council needs 
to wake up and support local 
tradespeople - there are already 
plenty of empty shops in the city and 
there will certainly be many more. 
There must be other ways to recoup 
this money - £10 service charge per 
market day with, say 30 market stalls, 
would give the council £31,200 a year. 
Or another idea could be charging 
traders £5 a go and putting a £2 per 
week charge against store traders 
within 100yds of the market square - 
I’m not trying to say these ideas 
would be a perfect or popular 
solution, I’m merely pointing out that 
there must be a million ways to make 
the £31,000 needed without 
deliberately dragging a city down. 

It feels to me like the council is doing 


some hasty scaremongering because 
they want other people to step in and 
pick up the bill for this - if they had 
spent as much time putting their 
heads together a solution could easily 
already have been reached. They are 
incredibly arrogant to assume that 
the traders will happily buy their own 
equipment, vehicles to transport it in, 
and be able-bodied enough to 
organise all this without it affecting 
the high quality we see every 
Thursday and Saturday on their stalls. 
I hope the council realise that this 
side of the argument is not a few 
people having a grumble about the 
personal lives of the market traders - 
it is about the future and prosperity of 
our beautiful little city.

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Plastic recycling 
set to no in cuts

A PLASTIC bottle recycling 
scheme is the latest service to 
fall victim to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council's cost¬ 
cutting drive. 

On top of market cuts, staff redund¬ 
ancies and countless community grant 
reductions, the cash-strapped auth¬ 
ority is now seeking to axe the coll¬ 
ections. 

The scheme, which was launched in 
2008 at a projected cost of £80,000 a 
year, is set to be dumped in April. 

The collections actually cost the 
council £129,000 a year. 

The district’s recycling rate is 
currently at 39 per cent - one of the 
lowest in Cambridgeshire at 11 per 
cent below all the other districts. 

And now East Cambridgeshire Lib¬ 
eral Democrat environment spokes¬ 
man Ian Allen fears East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s recycling rates will “fall even 
further”. 

Cllr Allen said: “The decision to 
launch this scheme was doomed to 
failure from the beginning. The Tories 
had the opportunity to introduce a 
waste contract that would give similar 
results to neighbouring districts but 
they chose a contract based on 
minimal standards and price. 

“If the opportunity had been taken 
to introduce an organic collection bin 
instead of bags, the collection weights 
would have been far higher and people 
could have recycled more. 

“The Tories cannot get this right and 
the only reason we are not facing 
landfill penalties is because our figures 
are being bolstered by other auth¬ 
orities across the county.”

The fortnightly plastic bottle kerb- 
side service was introduced as part of 
an extension to its existing collection 
contract with waste management firm 
Veolia Environmental Services. 

The council had previously only 
used banks to collect die material. 

Plastic bottles collected by Veolia are 
taken to waste management firm 
Donarbon for sorting before being sent 
for reprocessing by plastics recycling 
firm Pearsons inThetford, Norfolk. 

Residents are currently given a 
plastic sack to use for the plastic 
bottles, which is put out alongside a 
black box for dry recyclables, including 
paper, newspapers and cardboard. 

Residents can also place glass 
bottles and jars in a separate bag 
alongside the collection, as well as 
another bag for aerosols, food and 
drinks cans and biscuit tins. 


As with all the services in the district 
being assessed, the decision on 
whether to scrap the collection service 
will be made at a full council meeting 
on February 23. 

However, council leader Fred Brown 
said: “Clearly Cllr Allen has a better 
crystal ball then any of the economists 
throughout the world if he claims he 
could have predicted the worldwide 
recession and government bailout of 
the banks, which has ultimately put 
this district council and others into 
such a difficult position. 

“Unfortunately, the plastic bottle 
kerbside collection service has been 
put forward as a service to be with¬ 
drawn. 

“The decision is based purely on our 
need to make significant savings, not 
to fund any other project. This is not a 
decision that we have taken lightly but 
we had to act now to balance the 
budget. 

“It is also nonsense to suggest that 
the council is ignoring the needs of its 
residents. We are trying very hard to 
protect the universal services which 
are essential to people in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire by taking difficult 
decisions now.” 

Philip Eden, chairman of Ely 
Perspective and a member of its 
Making Ely Greener group, said: “We 
are extremely disappointed that the 
council is choosing to ditch the plastic 
bottle recycling service. 

“People in the Ely area are really 
trying to make a difference by recycling 
and if this is axed it will discourage 
them. 

“It’s all very well saying people can 
still recycle at the bottle banks but if 
people are having to drive to them to 
do so it defeats the whole object. 

“This will certainly not be doing 
anyone any favours.” 


No bill for Paice but 
Follett to repay £42k 


MPs in the Cambridge area have 
been told to pay back more than 
£45,000, a report into parliamentary 
expenses has revealed. 

In his review, Sir Thomas Legg 
recommended that MPs in the 
Cambridge region paid back a total of 
£45,560, including South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Andrew Lansley’s 
return of £5,301, partly made up of 
the cost of redecoration a month 
before he redesignated his second 
home. 

He also returned mortgage interest. 

However, South East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s Jim Paice and North East 
Cambridgeshire’s Malcolm Moss 
were not told to make any repay¬ 
ments. 

Barbara Follett, Minister for the 
East of England, repaid £42,458 - 
more than any other ME 

The repayments were ordered after 
Ms Follett claimed £34,776 between 
April 2004 and November 2008 for 
mobile security patrols at her second 
home, going beyond provisions 
allowing claims for “basic security 
measures”. 



No order: MP Jim Paice does not have 
to repay any expenses, but East of 
England Minister Barbara Follett was 
told to hand back more than £42,000. 

She also claimed £8,908 for the use 
of six telephone lines during the same 
period, which Sir Thomas branded 
“excessive”. 

He told her to return half the 
phone costs and also ordered repay¬ 
ment of a £2,813 insurance premium 
for fine art. 

Ms Follett said: “I have repaid the 
total amount in full and am pleased 
that this matter has now been 
resolved. 

“I claimed these amounts in good 
faith in accordance with the rules at 
the time.”

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THE death of a patient who 
was given a fatal overdose by 
an overseas doctor amounted 
to manslaughter, a coroner has 
ruled. 

Now the family of David Gray, of 
Manea, have called for Dr Daniel 
Ubani to face trial in the UK. 

William Morris, coroner for 
Cambridgeshire North and East, last 
week said 70-year-old Mr Gray was 
unlawfully killed. 

He described Dr Ubani, who treated 
Mr Gray, as “incompetent and not of 
an acceptable standard”. 

Mr Gray, who suffered pain from 
kidney stones, died after he was 
injected with lOOmg of diamorphine - 
10 times the recommended daily dose 
- on February 16,2008. 

Dr Ubani, 67, was working on his 
first out-of-hours shift in Britain, 
having arrived in the country the 
previous day. The Nigerian-born 
German doctor was employed by Take 
Care Now, which formerly ran out-of- 
hours care in East Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland. 

Mr Morris criticised out-of-hours 
care, saying: “Weaknesses remain in 
the system.” 

Dr Ubani, who refused to attend the 
inquest and did not comment on the 
verdict, cannot be extradited to face 
trial in the UK because he has already 
been tried in Germany. He was 
charged with death by negligence and 
given a nine-month suspended sen¬ 
tence and fined 5,000 euros (£4,370). 



After the inquest, Mr Gray’s son 
Stuart, who is a GR said: “My father’s 
tragic death happened because of Dr 
Ubani’s actions and because of serious 
failings within the Cambridgeshire 
Primary Care Trust and Take Care Now. 

“We want to see him tried under UK 
law but also want safeguards nation¬ 
wide to prevent this happening again.” 

Dr Graeme Kelvin, chairman of Take 
Care Now, said: “This is a truly truly 
tragic event. We welcome all of the 
coroner’s suggestions.” 

Dr Paul Zollinger-Read, chief 
executive of NHS Cambridgeshire, 
said “the systems failed”. 

He added: “NHS Cambridgeshire 
accepts that Dr Ubani made a terrible 
error. We sincerely apologise to the 
family of David Gray and the other 
patients for his errors.” 


Another patient, Sandra Banks, 59, 
of Steward Close, Stuntney, was treated 
by Dr Ubani hours before Mr Gray. 

She had been suffering from a 
debilitating migraine, but Dr Ubani 
mistakenly diagnosed her as having 
high blood pressure and injected her 
with a diuretic drug. This made her 
dangerously dehydrated and she was 
admitted to hospital. 

Cllr Geoffrey Heathcock, 
Cambridgeshire Liberal Democrat 
health spokesman, said no family 
should ever again have to suffer the 
trauma and heartbreak the Grays went 
through. 

“It could have been avoided and all 
possible steps must be implemented 
without delay to ensure it is not 
repeated.” 


Coroner’s 

remarks: 

THE coroner made a string of 
recommendations aimed at 
improving out-of-hours GP care 
after concluding that David Gray 
was unlawfully killed as a result of 
Dr Daniel Ubani’s “gross 
negligence”. 

William Morris said Dr Ubani was 
incompetent, tired and not properly 
prepared - and questioned how he 
had been allowed to work in the UK. 

He called on health ministers to set 
up a national database of overseas 
doctors wanting to work in the UK, 
review the way European Union 
rules allowing doctors to work in 
member states operated in the UK 
and ensure that doctors had a 
“sufficient” knowledge of English. 

And the coroner recommended a 
national training and assessment 
programme for doctors who had 
qualified abroad and not worked as 
a GP in the UK. 

He said: “All that we have heard 
raises the worrying question: how 
was it that a doctor, who did not 
obtain his qualifications in this 
country, whose first language was 
not English, who was probably 
fatigued, who received a less than 
adequate induction and who was 
unfamiliar with the NHS system, and 
who did not know the area, came to 
be treating patients in 
Cambridgeshire, and treating at 
least some of them incompetently?”

New dates to 
meet deadline 
for appraisals 

LINE managers at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) have been 
slacking when it comes to carrying out 
staff appraisals, the Weekly News can 
reveal. 

The authority has been forced to 
bring forward the appraisal process 
from March/April to February in a bid 
to get managers to carry them out 
earlier in the year. 

The move comes after staff failed to 
hand the appraisals in on time by 
March 31 last year. 

The council has considered extend¬ 
ing the deadline but said it was “not a 
feasible option”. 

A personnel committee report states 
that a Human Resources Service Plan 
performance indicator means at least 
70 per cent of staff should have rec¬ 
eived performance reviews and that all 
documentation is completed by the 
deadline. 

However, the level of response at 
ECDC has been as low as 46 per cent in 
the last three years. 

The report said: “To help improve 
the return rate for appraisal docum¬ 
entation, we are now looking to bring 
forward the appraisal process from 
March/April each year to February. 

“It is hoped that this will encourage 
line managers to begin carrying out 
appraisals earlier in the year and to 
ensure that all documentation is 
returned to human resources by the 
May 31 deadline.” 

The decision was made by the coun¬ 
cil’s personnel committee last week. 


Judge’s query 
over split time 


A MAN was knocked un¬ 
conscious after he was 
punched in the face sever¬ 
al times outside an Ely 
pub, a court heard. 

Christopher Crane, 31, app¬ 
eared at Cambridge Crown 
Court for sentencing last week 
after having pleaded guilty to 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm. 

The court heard he pulled the 
victim, Liam Fagan, out of a taxi 
as he was about to leave the 
Town House pub, and then 
punched him repeatedly, in the 
early hours of August 2 last year. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, 
said Crane and his ex-girlfriend, 
Rachel Bennett, had split up 
four months previously and that 
Mr Fagan was her new partner. 

However, Caroline Allison, 
mitigating, said Crane believed 
they were still together on the 
night of the incident. 

Miss Allison said the pair were 
still living together, adding: “He 
[Crane] said he believed the rel-

ationship was happy and he 
would have married her tomorr¬ 
ow.” 

She said Crane was “shocked” 
to see Miss Bennett with Mr Fag¬ 
an. 

Miss Hickling said there had 
been an argument between Miss 
Bennett and Crane earlier in the 
evening, and Crane had made 
threats against Mr Fagan - a 
claim denied by Crane. 

Crane, of Langdale Close, 
Cambridge, was due for senten¬ 
cing last Thursday, but fudge 
Gareth Hawkesworth adjourned 
the hearing until Tuesday, 
February 23. 

He said: “The crucial issue in 
terms of sentencing is how hot 
the iron was. 

“If the position was they had 
separated four months before 
there can be no excuse for what 
would plainly be a pre¬ 
meditated revenge attack. 


“If the reality is she had left 
him that very night and gone off 
with Mr Fagan and refused to 
talk to him [Crane], and com¬ 
pounded that by a lie that they 
had been separated for four 
months, it makes a great deal of 
difference to his culpability.” 

fudge Hawkesworth said he 
was unable to resolve what the 
situation had been and request¬ 
ed more evidence to be sought 
as to how the pair’s relationship 
stood on that night and whether 
they were living together or not. 

Miss Hickling said: “Mr Fagan 
was punched a number of times 
and was knocked unconscious. 
There were other males involved 
who were not prosecuted. 

“The victim says he was pun¬ 
ched about 20 times and three 
males dragged him out the taxi - 
one of which was the defen¬ 
dant.” 

She said Mr Fagan suffered 
bruising, cuts to his head and 
two black eyes as well as further 
cuts.

IMAGINE running on the tread¬ 
mill or pounding the cross 
trainer - not in the gym or your 
own home, but in the great 
outdoors. 

If you live in Littleport or Soham, you 
won’t have to. Both will soon welcome 
the arrival of an innovative multi-sport 
outdoor venues, known as “adizones”, 
the Weekly News can reveal. 

The new facilities have been designed 
by sportswear and equipment firm 
Adidas in the run up to the 2012 Olymp¬ 
ic Games. 

They have already been trialled in 
various London boroughs and are 
aimed at encouraging people to lead 
healthier and more active lifestyles.

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‘Wlcken Fen 
Vision vital to 
help climate’

EAST Cambridge¬ 
shire’s controversial 
Wicken Fen Vision is 
“vital” in helping to 
manage the impact 
of climate change. 

That’s the message from 
the chairman of the 
Environment Agency, Lord 
Chris Smith. 

Lord Smith was among 
the guests at the Wicken 
Len nature reserve’s Inter¬ 
national World Wetlands 
Day celebrations last 
week. 

To mark the occasion, 
the reserve opened its 
doors to the public for free 
and put on a host of act¬ 
ivities, including bird 
ringing demonstrations, 
guided walks and detailed 
talks about the Wicken 
Len Vision. 

While visiting the res¬ 
erve, Lord Smith said: 

“Across England we have 
inherited only a few small 
and fragmented areas of 
wetland, often under 
pressure from pollution 
and development. 

“Our remaining wet¬ 
lands and their wildlife are 
deteriorating just as we 
are beginning to under¬ 
stand how vital they are in 
helping us adapt to an 
increasingly uncertain

future.” 

He said schemes such as 
the Wicken Len project 
would help manage the 
impacts of climate change 
and help threatened 
species survive. 

The plans have been 
widely welcomed by nat¬ 
ure lovers who are praising 
the National Trust’s amb¬ 
itious plans. 

But some have spoken 
out against the loss of 
farming land. 

Local resident Geoffrey 
Woollard launched the 
Save Our Lens petition last 
year in a bid to halt the 
scheme in its tracks. 

Thousands have since 
signed it, blasting the 
transformation of prime 


farmland into a “jungle”. 

Despite the protest, the 
trust was given planning 
permission last year to 
proceed with a number of 
projects. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, the vision is 
the trust’s 100-year project 
to create a massive “green 
lung” in Cambridgeshire. 

The 5,300-hectare 
scheme will not only 
provide more space for the 
region’s wildlife but will 
boast a “spine route”, 
giving walkers, cyclists 
and horse riders greater 
access to the countryside.

Pay-out for punch victim 


A MAN has been ordered to 
pay compensation to his 
ex-partner whose tooth 
was knocked out when he 
punched her in the face. 

Alan Abbott, 42, app¬ 
eared at Cambridge Crown 
Court last week. 

Abbott, of Robingood- 
fellows Lane, March, had 
previously pleaded guilty to 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm. 

The victim was Teresa 
Barnes, his former partner, 
and the incident happened 
at the home they shared in 
Peyton Avenue, March, on 
August 10 last year. 

Sally Hickling, prosecut¬ 


ing, said: “Prior to the inci¬ 
dent, both parties had been 
drinking alcohol. 

“At about 7pm both 
arrived home separately to 
the family home at which 
point the defendant started 
to make accusations 
against Teresa Barnes. 

“Her son heard her being 
called names by the def¬ 
endant. A scuffle developed 
from the shouting and 
during the argument the 
defendant punched the 
victim in the face two or 
three times.” 

The court heard one of 
her front teeth was knock¬ 
ed out and her jaw was left 


bruised. The couple had 
planned to marry in May. 

Caroline Allison, miti¬ 
gating, said the attack was 
“out of character” for 
Abbott, who had no prev¬ 
ious convictions. 

fudge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth ordered Abbott to 
pay £250 in compensation 
to Ms Barnes to cover the 
cost of her dental treat¬ 
ment. 

He was also ordered to 
complete 125 hours of 
unpaid work and told he 
must complete an inte¬ 
grated domestic abuse 
programme.

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Lucky escape after lorry crash

I was just desperate for 
help, siege mum reveals 


Scrap cars to

A MOTHER who threatened 
to kill her children in a dram¬ 
atic armed siege has spoken 
about her “desperate” ordeal. 

Sabena Ruwizhi, 30, was involved 
in a 29-hour stand-off in May 2008 
after she told police she was holding 
a gun to her two toddlers’ heads in 
their Cherry Hinton home in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Now, living in Littleport, she has 
spoken out after admitting falsely 
claiming more than £26,000 in 
benefits at Cambridge Crown Court. 

Back in 2008 armed police were 
scrambled after she threatened to 
shoot her children, as well as her 10- 
year-old nephew, who was in the 
house at the time. 

At one point during the siege, 50 
armed officers surrounded her 
house in Drayton Road and terrified 
residents were trapped inside their 
homes. Notes were passed through 
Miss Ruwizhi’s door in a bid to 
make her come out peacefully but 
the siege did not end until police 
stormed the house and shot her 
with aTaser gun. 

It emerged that the Zimbabwean 
mum did not have a gun and was 
not putting the children’s lives at 
risk. 

This week, she said she wanted 
her immigration status resolved and 
the threats were designed to attract 
attention from the media to her 
case. 

After pleading guilty to two 
counts of making threats to kill, 
Miss Ruwizhi was sentenced in 
October 2008 but was not sent to 
jail, receiving an eight-month 
sentence, suspended for two years. 

Having been reunited with her 
children, aged 3 and 4, she now lives 
with them in Littleport. 

Speaking from her home, Miss

Ruwizhi said: “I would have never, 
ever caused my children any harm. 

“None of what I did was meant to 
cause the problems it did, I was just 
trapped in a horrible place and I 
needed to speak out. 

“I wanted to act as a voice for all 
the other immigrants out there who 
were living in the hell that I was. 

“I needed the situation sorted out 
and that is all I wanted to achieve.” 

Miss Ruwizhi came to the UK 
with a six-month student visa in 
1999 to study a business admini¬ 
stration degree at Thames Valley 
University 

She ended up overstaying her six- 
month visa, meaning she was 
unable to work. 

In a bid to earn a wage, she paid 
£300 for a fake Portuguese passport 
under the name Sabena Luigi and 
was able to get work as a carer. 

She later fell pregnant to an 
American RAF man while working 
in Cambridge, which is when the 
council provided her with acc¬ 
ommodation in Cherry Hinton. 

But after living for months in fear 
that she would be deported without 
her two children, Miss Ruwizhi was 
driven to spark the siege. 

She said: “Nobody was listening 
to me, I was being racially abused 


everywhere I went by my 
neighbours and all I ever got told 
was to go away. 

“I was just a woman in a 
desperate, desperate situation who 
needed help and I am blessed that 
the judge had mercy on my children 
and I.” 

Miss Ruwizhi was arrested and 
held at Fulbourn Hospital under the 
Mental Health Act while the case 
was heard. 

However, the mother now faces 
further court action. 

Her false papers allowed her to 
claim a total of £26,000 in benefits 
between April 2005 and May 2008, 
including £9,485 in income support 
payments and £2,440 in council tax 
exemption. 

Miss Ruwizhi has pleaded guilty 
to six counts of dishonesty, 
including making a false statement 
to obtain money 

The mum insists she “had no 
clue” about what benefits she was 
receiving and what she was or was 
not entitled to. 

Cambridge Crown Court has 
adjourned the case for the 
preparation of pre-sentence reports 
and she will return in the week 
beginning February 22 for sentence.

Bathurst 
back for 
Present 


AT the age of 18, treading 
the boards at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre seemed like the 
honour of all honours. 

Out of love with his studies, 
Robert Bathurst joined Footlights 
together with Rory McGrath, Hugh 
Laurie, Emma Thompson and other 
familiar names of today. 

He may have moved on to bigger 
things since then, landing roles in 
TV’s My Dad’s The Prime Minister 
and the hugely successful Cold 
Feet, yet he retains a special 
fondness for the venues of his 
student days. 

“The Arts is a very important 
place to me, like everybody who did 
shows at Cambridge. To my mind at 
the time, it was the biggest theatre 
that I’d ever been in. It’s a lovely 
theatre and it was very exciting just 
to get on the stage there in my 
student days. So to get back there 
will be wonderful actually, just like 
the old days. Doing lots of shows 
and no essays.” 

Bathurst will be gathering up all 
his wit and charm as he steps into 
the role of flamboyant actor Garry 
Essendine in Noel Coward’s 
Present Laughter, which is running

at the Arts Theatre this week. 

“It’s one of the great classic 
comedy roles, and one of Noel 
Coward’s finest plays. He 
(Essendine) is a tiringly egocentric 
actor and Coward wrote it for 


himself to do. 

“He has a sort of gang of people 
around him - his ex-wife, his 
secretary, his backers - and he 
basks in the love of strangers yet, 
when strangers come along, he 


can’t bear it and tries to get rid of 
them as quickly as possible. It’s a 
play about celebrity loneliness and 
isolation. All these people are 
obsessed with him - they’ve seen 
his plays scores of times and they 
think they want a slice of him. 
People think they know him and 
want to be with him - and he says: 
‘You don’t know me, you haven’t 
got a clue what I’m really like’. 

“He regards them as pirates 
trying to board his precious life. So 
in some ways it is rather like those 
tales of celebs who really love the 
public but when the public love 
them they run fast in the opposite 
direction. It sounds rather callous, 
but it’s actually a very funny play.” 

As an actor playing an actor, did 
he find there was any of himself in 
Essendine? 

“I just do the words,” he laughs. 

Bathurst will be starring 
alongside Coward connoisseur 
Belinda Lang, who took to the Arts 
Theatre stage last year in A Song at 


Twilight, and will also be directing 
this year’s play. 

Bathurst read law at Cambridge 
University between 1977 and 1979 
and was the president of Footlights 
during his final year. 

Theatre was undoubtedly his 
main focus, and Bathurst admits to 
taking a less than whole-hearted 
approach to his studies. 

“I was never really devoted to my 
legal studies, I have to say, but I had 
a very indulgent tutor. Law was a 
mistake, I should have done history. 

“I did three years of Footlights, 
and did all the shows there - 
Smokers, lent reviews ... It was a 
very heady and exciting time. 

“The whole thing was perpetual 
tension - enjoyable tension - you 
were putting on these shows and 
lots was expected. It was a constant 
creative excitement. 

“We all did a tour of Australia 
after that. We got together with 
Stephen Fry and Hugh and Emma 
and we went around as Footlights 


even though we’d left two years 
before.” Bathurst also had his first 
taste of television acting during his 
time with the Footlights team. 

“BBC East used to give us a half- 
hour show. They basically provided 
us with cameras and technicians 
and we had the run of the studio.” 

Bathurst has clearly lost none of 
the enthusiasm and passion for 
acting that he found during his 
student days, and is looking 
forward to bringing the glittering wit 
and wordplay of Coward to life in 
his latest venture. 

“The tour seems to be going 
really well and it’s certainly one of 
the most enjoyable I’ve done.”

THE PRINCESS AND THE FROG 
(U, 97 mins) Comedy. Featuring 
the voices of Anika Noni Rose, 
Bruno Campos, Terrence 
Howard, Oprah Winfrey, Keith 
David, Jenifer Lewis, Michael- 
Leon Wooley, Jim Cummings. 

IN an extraordinary career, 
producer Walt Disney redefined 
the boundaries of hand-drawn 
animation, initially on television 
and later, and more prominently, 
on the big screen. 

In 1928, he released Steamboat 
Willie, the first cartoon with 
synchronised sound and, in 1937, 
the world whistled along to Snow 
White And The Seven Dwarfs, the 
first feature-length animated film. 
Disney collected an astonishing 
26 Oscars for his efforts and 
today, his legacy lives on in the 
studio which bears his name. 
Since his death in 1966, Disney’s 
animation division has continued 
to redefine the art of animation, 
reaching a peak in 1992 when 
Beauty And The Beast became the 
first animated feature to be 
nominated for Best Picture at the 
Oscars. 

Now, in 2010, the studio casts its 
first ever African-American 



princess in this enchanting 
reworking of the Grimm brothers’ 
fairytale, set in New Orleans 
around the time of the First World 
War. 

Restaurant owner James (voiced 
by Howard) cooks the best 
gumbo in the city, while his 
seamstress wife Eudora (Winfrey) 
tends to their daughter Tiana 
(Rose). 

When the old man goes off to war 
and never returns, Tiana is forced 
to make her own way in the world, 
dreaming of the day she might 
open her own restaurant and 
serve up her father’s signature 
dish. 

Those dreams are put on hold 
when Tiana is approached by a 
smooth-talking frog, who claims 
to be Prince Naveen of Malvonia 
(Campos). 


He asks for one kiss to break the 
spell that has been placed on him 
and she obliges, only to become a 
frog herself. Trapped in their 
amphibious state and pursued by 
scheming voodoo man Dr Facilier 
(David), Tiana and Naveen must 
track down queen of the bayou, 
Mama Odie (Lewis), aided by a 
music-loving alligator (Wooley) 
and a crazy firefly (Cummings). 
This is classic Disney fare, pitting 
two mismatched souls on a great 
adventure that ultimately brings 
them together. 

Rose and Campos relish their 
characters’ constant bickering, 
while David hams it up as the 
witch doctor who unleashes dark 
spirits to do his bidding. 

Directors Ron Clements and John 
Musker effortlessly meld 
romance, comedy and rousing 
musical numbers with old- 
fashioned values that have 
become a staple of the Disney 
brand. 

Most importantly, this colourful 
tale of female empowerment 
buoys the soul as it introduces a 
menagerie of cute and cuddly 
critters, who - like the plucky 
heroine - prove that anything is 
possible.

Snowdrops (Galanthus) 



The snowdrops are 
out, pushing through 
the sodden borders and 
flattened grass after all 
that snow. The delicate- 
looking white blooms 
above small, strappy 
leaves signal the 
precursor to spring, 
showing that life can 
survive the depths of 
winter. 

The most popular 
type, G. nivalis, the 
common snowdrop, has 
narrow green leaves and 
dainty white and green 
fragrant flowers. Double 


snowdrops, such as G. 
nivalis f. pleniflorus 
‘Flore Pleno’ look best at 
the edge of paths, while 
other good varieties 
include G. ‘S.Arnott’, a 
tall variety with large, 
scented flowers. 
Snowdrops should be 
planted in early autumn, 
and they prefer semi¬ 
shade in a moist, rich 
soil. 

However, you’ll need 
to plant an awful lot to 
achieve a naturalised 
effect quickly.
